Sir : Inasmuch as ymlir committee is about to report, 
and then Councils to con.sider, the appropriation ordi¬ 
nance for the year 1877, I think it a fit time to call 
your attention to one or two matters in connection with 
the fiscal affairs of the citj', the consideration of which, 
at this time, may be of advantage. 

First. As to the depositories of the public funds. 
You, sir, know the difficulties which have been exper¬ 
ienced by the city in the working of the Barton Ordi¬ 
nance. Would it not be well to recommend the repeal 
of that Ordinance, and in lieu thereof, enact a measure 
directing the election by Councils of one or more 
depositories from amongst banks having not less than 
a half million of capital? If this were done the choice 
of depositories would he narrowed to banks of un¬ 
questionable solvency. 

Second. It has become fashionable to rail at the 
Executive officers of City Hall, and hold them respon¬ 
sible for the present condition of the city. These 
officers arc not responsible for either Penn avenue or 
water extension indebtedness. Eliminate these two 
items and allow for the increase of territory and popu¬ 
lation, and I undertake to prove that the annual ex¬ 
penditures of the city pe.r capita are very little, if any, 
greater than they were in i86g. The interest and 
sinking fund appropriations, amounting to more than a 
million of dollars annually, greatly exceed the aggre¬ 
gate of the other expenses of government. 

Whatever tends to decrease these items is a proper 
subject for the attention of your committee. The 
Penn avenue indebtedness, and the annual interest 
thereon, almost half a million, ought to be equitably 
adjusted, if possible, and the way to do it is to remedy 
by legislation the decision of the case of Seeley vs. 
the city of Pittsburgh. 

This is a matter of vast importance,'and no man who 
has the welfare and ultimate prosperity of the city at 
heart, should, from any mistaken idea of individual 
interest, interpose an objection. Personally, I have no 
















property within the limits of the old city, yet citing ray 
own case as one among many, I would rather pay the 
assessment on the property I have in the consolidated 
district than have the Penn avenue indebtedness sad¬ 
dled on the city at large, and believe that this woulctbe 
to my interest as a member of this community. If the 
decision is allowed to stand, many think it will be more 
or less disastrous to the permanent prosperity of the 
city. At all events it cannot prove otherwise than a 
very heavy burden, and it should, if possible, be re¬ 
placed upon those who were benefited by the expen¬ 
ditures which caused the debt. The evil effects of this 
decision can be remedied by a biil establishing the prin¬ 
ciple of assessing the cost of these streets and avenues 
according to the benefits, instead of arbitrary foot front 
rule, which was set aside by that decision. No reason¬ 
able objection can be raised to a measure of this kind, 
which, if passed, would save the city at large from 
four to five millions of general indebtedness, besides the 
tax levy for annual interest on this sum. 

The old city, the Lawrenceville wards, and most of 
the South Side wards, are more interested in the pas¬ 
sage of a bill of this character than the other portions 
of the city. The discrimination under our tax laws in 
favor of the rural districts, the equity of the measure, 
the financial condition and future of the city, all unite 
in suggesting the propriety not only of no opposition, 
hut that a cheerful assent be given by the property 
owners who will be|charged with the cost of these streets 
in case the bill passes. 

Trusting your committee and Councils will see the 
advisability and justice of as well as the immediate 
necessity for the measure,

ORDINANCE, 

Levying Taxes, Assessing Water Kents, and Mak¬ 
ing Appropriations for the Year 1877 . 

SscTloM I. —Be it ordained and enacted by the City 
of Pittsburgh, in Select and Common Councils assem¬ 
bled, and it is hereby enacted by the authority of the 
same. That for the purpose of providing sufficient rev¬ 
enue to meet the ordinary expenses of the city, to pay 
the interest on ouLstanding bonds, and to discharge all 
other liabilities now due, or which may become pay¬ 
able during the year 1877, taxes shall be and are here¬ 
by levied and assessed upon all property and other 
ODjects of taxation, as follows : 

1. Q'ty Tax. —Upon all property taxable for State 
or county purposes, eight and 4-10 mills upon each dol¬ 
lar of valuation, except the property in said city desig¬ 
nated as rurai, upon which the tax shall be assessed at 
two-thirds of said rate, and upon all property desig¬ 
nated as agricultural, the tax shall be assessed at one- 
hall of said rate. 

2. Tire Tax. —Upon all property taxable for State 
or county purposes, one and 3-10 mills upon each dol¬ 
lar of valuation, except the property in said city de¬ 
signated as rural, upon which the tax shall be assessed 
at two-thirds of said rate, and upon all property desig¬ 
nated as agricultural, the tax shall be assessed at 
one-half of said rate. 


3. Water Works Interest Tax .—Upon all property 
taxable for State or county purposes, one and 8-10 
mills upon each dollar of valuation, except the property 
in said city designated as rural, upon which the tax 
sh.all be assessed at two-thirds of said rate, and upon 
all property designated as agricultural, the tax shall be 
assessed at one-half of said rate. 

4. Sinking Fund Tax .—Upon all property taxable 
for State or county purposes, one mill upon each dol¬ 
lar of valuation, except the property in said city de¬ 
signated as rural, upon which the tax shall be assessed 
at two-thirds of said rate, and upon all property desig¬ 
nated as agricultural, the tax shall be assessed at one- 
half of said rate. 

5. Old City Special Tax .—Upon all property tax¬ 
able for State or county purposes within the limits of 
the City of Pittsburgh, as it existed prior to the con¬ 
solidation, under the Act of April, 1867, 8-10 of one 
mill upon each dollar of valuation, as a special tax for 
the separate indebtedness of said dLstrict. 

6. South Side Special Tax .—Upon all property 
taxable for State or county purposes within the limits 
of the former borough of East Birmingham, two and 
one-half mills; Mt. Washington, one mill; Temper- 
anceville, three mills, and four mills to pay annual in¬ 
stallments on bonds issued since consolidation, for 
grading and paving Main street in said borough ; Bir¬ 
mingham, one mill, to redeem bonds and pay interest 
on same, issued since consolidation, for grading and 
paving, under old borough laws. 

7. Upon all goods, wares and merchandise, and 
upon all articles of trade and commerce sold in said 
city in any manner, not herein otherwise provided for, 
one and one-haif mills upon each dollar or sales. 

8. Upon all sales of goods, wares and merchandise, 
and articles of trade or commerce sold by commission 
merchants in said city, one and one-half mills upon 
each dollar of said sales, 

9. Upon the actual yearly sales of each and every 
pereon or firm engaged in the trade, business or occu¬ 
pation of retailiug for his, her, or their benefit, vinous, 
fermented or distilled liquors, ten mills on each dollar 
of said sales. 

10. Upon the actual yearly sales of each and every 
person or firm engaged in the busines or occupation of 
an auctioneer, two mills upon each dollar of said sales. 

11. Upon the gross commission or brokerage of all 
merchandise brokers, forwarding and commission mer¬ 
chants, not including commissions on sales, fifteen mills 
on each dollar of said commissions. 

12. Upon the average line of discounts of brokers, 
banks, and banking institutions, one mill on each dollar. 

13. Upon the gross receipts of express companies 
and telegraph companies, three mills upon each dollar 
of said receipts. 

14. Upon the gross receipts of persons engaged in 
the business of keeping billiard tables, ten-pin alleys 
or bagatelle tables for public use, fifteen mills upon 
each dollar of said receipts. 

Section 2.—And at the above rates the City Asses¬ 
sor shall assess said taxes. 

Section 3.—And at the following rates the Water 
Assessor shall assess water rents: 

First ,—The schedule of water rents for the year 
1877, shall be the same as 1876. 

Section 4.—That the amount necessary to pay the 
interest on the separate indebtedness of the old city 
and tlie South Side boroughs, shall be taken from 
the receipts from the special taxes of the districts 
aforesaid, and placed in Appropriation No. i,on which 
warrants shall be drawn for all interest accruing or ac¬ 
crued on the debts of said districts, respectively. 

Shction 5.—That the balance of said receipts from 
said special taxes (after payment of interest) shall be 
paid into a sinking fund for the district from which it 
IS collected, and shall be used for the payment of the 
special debt of said district. 

Section 6.—That the revenue of said city for the j 

year 1877, arising from the taxes, loans, and ail other 
sources, together with any meneys in the treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, are hereby appropriated for 
the following purposes:

Further on in the preamble is 
recited a portion of the aid seciion of the Penn ave¬ 
nue Act relied on for the authority to issue the bonds 
for the proposed temporary loan: ‘“If any interest 
shall becof/ie Hue on said bonds when theie is no fund 
from which to pay the same, the Councils of the city of 
Pittsburgh shall be authorized to make a temporary

To the Presidents and Member's of Select and 
Common Councils: 

Gentlemen— Your petitioners, tlie Board 
of Fire Commissioners, who have under tlieir 
control and direction the department organ¬ 
ized to extinguisli fires within tiie city lim¬ 
its, respectfully represent that, on or before 
January 1st, 1877, as required by law, they 
duly presented to the Board of Esilmate a 
carefully prepared statement, in as full de¬ 
tail as possible. of the probable expenses of 
the department for the (then) ensuing fiscal 
year, the amount being S145,000. This esti¬ 
mate was made by this Board will) a lull 
knowledge of tlie straightened financial con¬ 
dition of tlie city. With a full appreciation 
of the wants and necessities of this important 
branch of public service, the Board did not, 
however, feel justified in asking less. The 
Board of Estimate, after consideration, al¬ 
lowed 1140,000, and in this amount this Board 
acquiesced. This amount could rot, we be¬ 
lieve, under the law, be altered, but Councils 
in their wisdom tliought fit to reduce the 
amount 817,150, and, having done our duty in 
the matter, we accepted the situation wltli- 
out protest. Tlie reduction of the appropria¬ 
tion compelled tlie reducing of the force, al- 
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though we are satisfied that all citizens will 
agree with ns that 116 of a working force of 
firemen is not too great for this city. 

Tills Board, in June iast, finding it inevita¬ 
ble, reduced the force by dropping twenty- 
two n en. so tliat as far as in their power tiie 
law might be complied wltli and the expend¬ 
itures of tile year kept witliin the appropria-* 
tlon allowed We liave no wish to recite the 
events of the past week. Everyone is famil¬ 
iar with tliem, and we submit to your lionor- 
ahle body whether or not we were justified in 
our estimate. The firemen were on duty 
continuously at the fire occasioned by the 
riots fully thirty-six hours, witliout rest, 
wliile for twenti'-lour hours tliereafter they 
were subject to several calls and have, as ail 
know, been kept on the alert ever since. In 
view of these facts we ask thatCouncl s make 
some arrangement by which the depleted 
companies ot this department mtiy be filled 
up. We have been put to uncxpectetl ex¬ 
pense by llie late troubles, liaving liad five 
horse.s disabled, wlilie, owing to the worn 
condition of tlie men, we have employed sub- 
.stltutes and members recently dropped from 
tlie <lepartnieni. to throw water day and 
iilglit upon the ruins. For tlie.se reasotjs we 
are now likely to run short in our appropria- 
iion. Even a.s tlie matter stands and wlille 
tlie companies of the department are too 
weak for pioper work if at all possible some 
anaiigement slionkl be made by wliicli about 
$15,1106 aiUllIional may lie placed atourcredii.

The testi¬ 
mony as to the present conditioti atid disci¬ 
pline of the Department was such as to leave 
no doubt that the pubticonluloii In Us favor 
is correct. This was especially sliown In the 
disinterested evidence of an expert, Ctipt. 
Win. Branden, of New York, who, In the in¬ 
terest of the National Board of Underwriters, 
made a thorough and critical examination of 
it in July la.st. We tlesire to record our high 
appreciation of the members of the Depart¬ 
ment, we consider them to be a body of men of 
wliicli any city might be proud. In conclu¬ 
sion the committee would say that persons 
and papers were not brought forward 
promptly to sustain tlie various ciiarges 
which evidently originated through malice, 
misunderstanding or vague rumors.

In tlie first cliarge it w'as proved that the 
contract for 2,50U feel of hose was awarded at 
t he last meeting but One of the old Commis¬ 
sion witiiout any advertisement for propo¬ 
sals ; without any fixed price; at a time wnen 
there was on liand from 1,100 to 1,400 feet of 
hose whieli had never been used; when tlie 
Chief who was present stated that it was un- 
necessurv then to purchase hose; and the 
purcliase which involved an outlay of three 
iliousand dollars, at a time when a decreased 
appropriation rendered the strictest economy 
necessary, was agreed to In one meeting 
without prior notice to many members of 
the Commission, or any consultation with 
the Chief Engineer of the Department, the 
one oltlcial who ouglit to be most familiar 
wltli the needs of tlie service. 
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the elevator, a time sufficiently long for new 
corn to heat and mould. The conclusions 
dednclble from the testimony in this charge 
are quite as disparaging to the Fire Commis¬ 
sion as were those in the otlier. First, it is 
clear that the provision of law requiring ad¬ 
vertisement for proposals to furnish supplies 
was here again violated. Second, that the 
most astonishing degree of laxity, the most 
culpahle negligence, is apparent In tlie mode 
In which tlie bnsiiie.ss wa,s transacted, one 
member buying feed witliont constililng the 
others; tlie Secretary drawing a warrant upon 
a bin made in the name of ami probated by 
one who had never sold goods to the depart¬ 
ment, an d who, upon his oath, testiflod lliat 
he knew notliing about them whatever, and 
the President signing that warrant either 
knowing the sale was unlawful, or else know¬ 
ing nothing at all about It. Third, that the 
law which fm iiids a member of the City Gov¬ 
ernment to sell anytlilng to tliat Government 
was shainel3.s.sly Ignored. And, fourth, that 
one of tlie members of the Commission ac¬ 
cepted pay for corn which he sold as good, 
wliile he knew wlien tlie payment was re¬ 
ceived, tliat the grain was w'orililess. 

As to the twelftli cliarge, wliidi was that 
corrupt and dishonorable motives iutluenced 
some of the Commissioners in tlie last elec¬ 
tion of ChiefEiigineer.it was entirely unsup¬ 
ported by ttie evidence adduced, and no 
reflections sliould be made upon the Com¬ 
missioners, or any of them, upon any ground 
tliat tills ciiarge covered. 

As to the seventh charge, that Ex-Commis¬ 
sioner McElroy kept his horse at Engine 
House. No. 2, and fed her at^ the expense of 
the Department while a Commissioner, tlie 
evidence showed thalalthougli Mr. McElroy 
did keep liis horse there for llie most ol sev¬ 
enteen months, yet he purchased feed for her 
himself, and also during some portion of the 
time she was used by Mr. McKlroy In the 
business of tlie Department. TheiCommittee 
accordingly adopted a resolution fuliy ac¬ 
quitting Mr. McElroy of all dislionorable 
Intentions in this connection. 

At this stage of tlie proceedings, and with 
tliirteen charges still not Investigated, a reso¬ 
lution was oflered looking to an inquiry into 
tli^ practical elliciency of the Department. 
The Chair ruled the resolution out of order, 
for the reason that tlie- Committee had for¬ 
mally laid out a lino of action which was 
stilt incomplete. The i;hatr was not sus¬ 
tained. and the resolution was pa.ssed, iii- 
structlng, for the purpose apecifled, the fore¬ 
man, engineer, and oldest hoseman of eacli 
Engine Company, to appear before the com¬ 
mittee at its next meeting. It was a pro¬ 
ceeding somewhat singular to call upon the 
members of the Arc force to testify as to Mieir 
own efficiency. One witness the Commission • 
ers produced, whose testimony was most val¬ 
uable. Tins was Captain Itranden, an expert 
in fire matters, and in tlie employment of 
the Home Insurance Company of New York, 
Hi.s testimony was Instructive. So far as It 
related to the efficiency of the Pittsburgh 
Fire Department, it showed that in his opin¬ 
ion our department would compare favorably 
with most other cities. He tiiought our great¬ 
est deficiency to he the inadequate number 
of men assigned to each company. 

The Commission desired the Chairman of 
the Committee to testify, and he was accord¬ 
ingly sworn. His testimony was in reference 
to the compilation of the charges against tlie 
Commission, and the sources from wiilch 


they emanated. 

Chief Evans being interrogated it was 
shown that no .system prevails in the selec¬ 
tion of men for posit ions on Mie Are force. 
Whenever an appointment Is to be made, the 
Chief selects a man generally from the sub¬ 
list, but always ariiiirarily, and frequently lo 
satisfy a Commissioner or to please a friend. 
Tills is wrong and sliould be rectified. Care 
should be exercised that only desirable men 
are admitted lotliesub-list.aml llien appolnt- 
inents should be made to the regular force 
from the sub-list only, and in order of seni¬ 
ority. 

Commissioner Hays testified that the Spe¬ 
cial Fund of the P’liv Department resulted 
from the sale of old material and of other pro¬ 
perty disposed of by tlie Department. 11 is 
entrusted to tlie (.fiiairman of the F"!nance 
Coiiiinitlee who lias itdeposited in bank, and 
who draws against it whenever properly 
autlicnticated warrants are presented (ohim. 
Tlie amount in the special fund at present is 
about S 1.000, and the Chairman of the FI nance 
Committee gives no security for his trii.st. 
If Miis mode of keeping and expending the 
special fund is In accordance with law, of 
which tlie undersigned Is unadvised, it Is, 
nevertheless, very faulty and siionUl be 
remedied.
